Johnson embarked on a his- 
toric mission of diplomacy to 
the Far East Monday to try to 
b r i n g peace to Vietnam, 
whose leaders said t h e y 
would ask him to include a 
stop in their troubled coun- 
try. 


The President, in farewell 


remarks at Dulles Interna- 
tional A i r p o r t, cautioned 
against 
over-optimism 
that 


his trip might result in peace 
in Vietnam. 


Then he and Mrs. Johnson 


boarded their Air Force jet 
and were off on the pilgrim- 
age that will cover 25,000 
miles in the next 17 days. 


There was no immediate of- 


ficial reaction to the pending 
invitation to South Vietnam, 
word of which came shortly 
before the President left. 


In his airport speech the 


President said he was going 
in search of peace and a bet- 
ter life for all of Southeast 
Asia's struggling millions. 


"I know I can wave no 


magic wand that would bring 
about any miracle," the Pres- 
ident said at the ceremonies 
attended by Vice President 
Hubert H. Humphrey, cabinet 
members, diplomats and con- 
gressional leaders. 


Threats Reported 


The trip, 17 days and 25,000 


miles long, began at 7:20 a.m. 
CST with a statement of John- 
son's hopes for the mission 
to the Asian arena where he 
believes a crucial struggle for 
world order and "life itself" 
is being fought. 


But his t r i p is bringing 


anxiety in s o m e quarters. 
Newspapers in Adelaide and

going to blow Johnson's head 
off." The newspaper said the 
man told it his 19-year-old 
son had been killed in Viet- 
nam recently. 


Feeling in Australia is high

Subandrio told the court he 


had acted as foreign minister 
only in the interests of Indo- 
nesia and that his life should 
be spared because his cooper- 
ation with the Communists 
responsible for the attempted 
coup against President Su- 
karno was mere coincidence.

you want to do with me," he 
said in a broken voice, tears 
streaming down his face.

Vocational Training Boosted 


Sen. Carl Curtis' proposal to consolidate 


all federally-assisted vocational training pro- 
grams under a single administration is a con- 
structive example of how the needs of this 
country can be met more economically and 
efficiently.

Vocational and technical training pro- 


grams presently are scattered throughout 
several federal agencies. Some of them, 
such as the Department of Labor, are 
scarcely qualified as educational experts.

Curtis' proposed Technical Opportunity 


Act does not seek to cut off federal support 
of this important educational function. But it 
could, as the senator puts it, "do a better job 
for less money." 


The plan advanced by Sen. Curtis would 


permit the states, through their departments 
of education, to allocate and spend the federal 
money as they see fit. There is little doubt 
that state educational leaders are in a better 
position than federal administrators to know 
the needs of their states. 


The problem here would 'be to see that 


the states make their own contribution to vo- 
cational training and not just depend on the 
free hand they would have in expending fed- 
eral funds. Had the states taken care of this 
function as they should have, there never 
would have been the necessity for federal in- 
volvement in the first place. 


Nebraska is a classic example of why 


the federal government was forced into 
vocational education. This state's support 
of vocational education has been the lowest 
on a per capita basis of any state in the 
nation. Until very recently, many Nebras- 
ka youngsters found the doors closed to 
them at the state's only post-high school 
vocational school at Milford.

The State Department of Education in Ne- 


braska, which would administer the federal 
funds under the Curtis plan, also has been 
starved for operating funds over the years. 


Even today powerful forces in Nebraska 


are just as opposed to state support of voca- 
tional training as they are to federal aid. The 
cry for imposing limits on state expenditures 
is heard even as Sen. Curtis calls for increased 
state responsibility in this important area. 


Still, many Nebraskans have exhibited a 


genuine concern for technical training in the 
past year or two. They have come to realize, 
as Sen. Curtis points out, that a lack of trained 
workers has inhibited industrial expansion in 
Nebraska; that many employers in the state 
could absorb many more technically-trained 
employes if they were available.

The promise of more vocational train- 


ing for the same amount of federal dollars 
makes the Curtis plan most appealing. 
Just as significant is the expression of 
such firm support for this valuable public 
program.

Washington—It is entirely possible that the 


cordial, responsive, let's-move-ahead talks be- 
tween President Johnson and Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko are the most im- 
portant single event in behalf of a better peace 
since the end of World War II. 


Not because of their im- 


mediate effect of clearing the 
path to a world-wide treaty to I 
prevent the perilous spread of 
nuclear weapons. 


This in itself is breathtak- 


ingly welcome. I think we can 
take it for granted that a firm! 
basis for the non-proliferation* 
treaty has now -been laid and 
that its completion is a matter of timing. 


But the potential of this new climate of 


Soviet-American relations is tremendous. 


When I suggest that this is the most signifi- 


cant and productive event in 20 years, I mean 
that it is now possible that we are at the be- 
ginning stage of forming a U.S.-Soviet alli- 
ance to keep the neace in the most combustible 
areas of the world.

Obviously this is reading a good deal into 


the Johnson-Gromyko, Rusk-Gromyko t a l k s . 
But they portend far more than any of the par- 
ticipant* caa say at the moment. Obviously 
the potential is well down the road, but there 
is reason to believe that both U.S. and Soviet 
officials are looking well down the road. 


What, then, is the shape of event which 


provides the impetus to move toward a mutual 
security alliance? Consider these 
circum- 
stances: 


1—Red China is in turmoil and in trouble, 


its leaders are divided and quarreling, a mass- 
ive purge is still raging and Mao Tse-tung may 
be replaced. 


2—Russia sees repeated Chinese encroach- 


ments against the Soviet eastern borders affect-

Moscow rightly asks itself:

forces getting ready to move into the disputed 
territory? 


3—By now Red China has virtually isolated 


itself from the whole Communist world and the 
violence and recklessness of the Red Guards 
have alienated the support of even the Asian 
Communist parties. The North Korean and 
Japanese Communists are now pro-Soviet. The 
Indonesian Communists are decimated. Hanoi 
needs Soviet protection more than it needs Chi- 
nese help. 


4—Since Moscow has won the sympathy 


and understanding of nearly the entire Com- 
munist world over the Sino-Soviet split, the 
Soviets are now in a position to take a bold 
and unconventional step to protect themselves 
from an expansionist, aggressive, anti-Soviet 
Red China.

And what would that bold step be? 
It could well be a U.S.-Soviet mutual se- 


curity alliance to contain Red China to its 
present frontiers and to guarantee the inde- 
pendence and peace of all Southeast Asia.

Since, with mounting vituperation, Peking 


has been accusing Moscow of coming into an 
"unholy alliance" with the U.S., the Soviets 
can well conclude that they might as well have 
the advantage and not just the epithets—of 
such an alliance. 


All of this would seem to me to be to the 


advantage of the U.S. and the Soviets. Such 
an alliance alone could really secure the peace 
of Southeast Asia. It would, of course, require 
a peaceful settlement of the Vietnam war as a 
result of which the independence of both North 
and South Vietnam could be guaranteed. 


Why is a U.S.-Soviet Asian security alli- 


ance a rational potential? Because an expan- 
sionist Red China is a peril to both t!ie U.S. 
and Russia and only by acting together can 
that peril be securely countered.

Health Dept. 
116% Hike 
Asked In 
State Funds

The largest state general 


fund support in the history of 
the Nebraska Health Dept. is 
sought in the 1967-69 budget 
released Monday by Health 
Director Dr. E. A. Rogers. 


He told the State Health 


Board m e e t i n g that the 
$2,001,513 state funds request- 
ed is 116% over the $924,488 
given to the department by 
the Legislature for the current 
biennium. 


The total operating budget! 


for the department in 1967- 
69 is estimated at $5.010.578. 


The difference between this 


sum and the requested mil- 
lion in state funds represents 
what the department hopes to 
get in Federal aid support. 


Dr. Rogers said the $5 mil- 


lion total budget represents 
a 61% hige in the $3,106,562 
in federal a n d state funds 
m a k i n g up this biennium 
budget. 


Two major factors make it 


necessary to seek more state 
support: 


—The Legislature's new pol- 


icy this biennium of putting 
all licenses and vital statis- 
tics fees into the general fund. 
Until this year these funds 
were kept in the Health Dept. 


—The need for some 40 ad- 


ditional personnel, including 
an administrative officer to 
assist Dr. Rogers. This assist- 
ant will cost $17,670 for the 
biennium. 


The current move to get 


needed 
additional personnel 


for understaffed divisions of 
the department and an assist- 
ant for Dr. Rogers received 
board approval earlier this 
year. 


Dr. Rogers placed the cost 


of additional workers for the

Uncle Sam, whose handouts 


to s t a t e and local govern- 
ments totaled $1.8 billion in 
1949, had boosted his benef- 
icence by 1963 to $8.4 billion. 


Upward Trend 


At state and local levels of 


government in Nebraska, as 
in other states, the trend has 
also been toward an ever-in- 
creasing tax load. 


In 1940, state and l o c a l 


taxes levied in Nebraska to- 
taled $45.7 million. By 1965 
the figure had climbed to 
$278 million. 


Fortunately, the Increase In 


taxes has been accompanied 
by an increasing ability to 
pay- 


In 1940, the per c a p i t a 


personal income of Nebras- 
kans averaged $439. By 1964 
this figure had climbed to 
$2,349. 


Not only that, the number 


of Nebraskans available to 
shoulder the tax load had 
increased — modestly to be 
sure.

" O t h e r surveys," ex-

ing steel towers about 90 
feet high at about 10-mile 
intervals.

the earth. 


Global Network 


The Coast and Geodedic 


Survey hopes to establish a 
network of satellite triangu- 
lation stations all around 
the globe. Chandler, Minn., 
and Austin, Tex., are two 
of these. The method has 
already been used to "re- 
locate" Bermuda 105 feet 
west and 220 feet north of 
where charts had it situat- 
ed. 


Last, the complete sur- 


vey will establish reference 
points from which e a r t h 
movements, caused by the 
approximately one million 
earthquakes annually, can 
be measured, and by which 
such movements may, in 
the future, be predicted. 


The survey party, Its ap- 


proximately $200,000 worth 
of equipment and 19 house 
trailers, will be in Aurora 
about two more m o n t h s , 
then move to northern Kan- 
sas.

Nebraska Will Bid 
For Federal Land 


In another month, state and federal officials will "start 


talking" about the Nebraska Board of Educational Lands 
and Funds' bid for some 1,500 acres of federally-owned land.

Detroit Cfl—Bob Swift, act- 


ing manager of the Detroit 
Tigers last season, died Mon- 
day. He was 51. Swift was the 
second top man on the Ameri- 
can League club to die this 
year. 


Charlie D r * s s e n, whom 


Swift twice replaced M inter- 
im manager, died IB August 
following a heart attack. 


A f o r m e r major-league 


catcher who played with the 
old St. Louis Browns a n d 
Philadelphia Athletics besides 
the Tigers, Swift was hospit- 
alized shortly after the All- 
Star Game with what w a s 
thought to be a stomach ail- 
ment. 


It was later diagnosed as 


lung cancer. Swift left t h e 
hospital for several weeks, but 
was readmitted in e a r l y 
Septmeber and was a patient 
when he died. 


Swift, who caught 1,001 ma- 


jor-league games in spite of 
a .231 batting average, never 
attained his goal of manag- 
ing in the majors despite 
winning records the t h r e e 
times he was p r e s s e d into 
duty as interim manager. 


While coaching at Kansas 


City in 1959, Swift directed the 
A's to 10 straight victories 
and 13 out of 15 while filling 
in for the ailing Harry Craft. 


"When they let Craft go, I 


thought I would get the first 
crack at the job," S w i f t 
once said with obvious disap- 
pointment. 


But the Athletics n a m e d 


Bob Elliott and Swift moved 
to 
Washington where 
he 


coached for a year then re- 
turned to the Tiger organiza- 
tion as manager of the Du- 
luth team in 1961. 


He first took over the Tigers 


as interim manager in spring 
training in 1965 when Dressen 
suffered the first of his two 
heart attacks. 


The Tigers opened the sea- 


son under Swift and posted a

record before Dressen 


returned. 


Dressen's second heart at-
